For more than a few months some of 
people of Wilmington have been having & 
discussion with the geittemen pf te Board 
of Watet Commissioners relative to water 

* rates in Wilmington. The group ts-amall, 
and the conversations have always been low 
Keyed, Participating, for instance, and 
agreeing with the editof of the Town Crier 
thas been the Chairman ol the Finanoe Com 
mittee and i past Chairman of the Board of 
Selectinen. 

The pounts are two 

‘Gng, lhe Wilniington Water Department 
iW publitly owned utility. ‘Your editor 
doesn't think it is exactly fair for residents 
of Wilmington to be charged at a rate three 
times ar muchas are some of the in- 
dustries, but they are Those residente-qre 
part ofthe organization that makes Op 
Wilmington. ‘They are being discriminated 
against 

‘Two, if the same rale were charged 
everyone therd would have to be an in 
crease in the industrial rate and there 
would be a’ decrease in the residential rate 
It could be so worked outthat there would 
be more revenue for the municipally owned 
water department - and this is important 

Ond of the difficulties of the water 
department is that it iw more or less suf 
fering from @ lack of incorhe. Their people 

, are very. good AL maintenance, employees 
of whom the town maybe proud, but there 
is not ¢hough money to take care of some 
needed éxtehsions, With more revenue this 
could be done, 

With more revenue, with needed exten 
sions, éte., some of the areas which are 
yoned for industry and which have in 
adequate water supplies could be the locale 
for new industry, which would pay more

That's what ‘is called Leverage, and

‘The Board of Water Commissioners take 
the position that such-an act ts beyond the 
scope of their office, and that it should be 
the Town Manager or the Board of 
Selectmen who should do the thinking on 
sucht asubject. Their job, they say, is to 
run the water department, and, incidently 
a sewer department 

That's where the subject has become in: 
teresting, all of « sudden. 

By -an-act of the state legislature the 
Water & Sewed Department some years ago 
was given the task of setting sewer rates, in 
Wilmington, after Wilmington was hooked 
up ta the MDC sewer, The Board of Com 
missioners set a rate of three fifth of the 
cory ged tet homes, ox for Em 
dustry, that this was a lair way bb 
doing things 

‘Then, a year or so ago, the sewer was 
extended, up the Boston & Maine Railroad 
tracks toward Wilmington Center. Federal 
funds were used in the process, and that put 
Uncle Sam into the picture. 

Unele Sam has decreed that the sewer 
rates in Wilmington shall be the same for 
everyone, small home owner or large in- 
dustrial firm, For better or worse, Uncle 
‘Sam seems to feel when it comes to sewers, 
as does the Town Crier when it comes to 
water supplies - municipally owned water 
supplies. 

‘One of the firms being served by that 
sewer is objecting, The bills are too high, # 
says, Never mind the name of the firm » it 
is not important to this date. 

But Jt seems as though there will be a 
suit, in court, Maybe Uncle Sam will te 
joining the Town Crier.
